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His ExcELLENCY ARTHUR І. BOREMAN, 
Governor of West Virginia : 
Sir:—Herewith I submit a copy of the proceedings, and 
Third Annual Report of the Commissioners composing the Board of 
Managers of the Soldiers’ National Cemetery, at Gettysburg, Pa. 
From this report you will perceive that the total amount received 
from all the States interested in the Cemetery, to the 30th of No- 
vember, 1866, was $112,668 07. Of this amount there had been ex- 
pended to the same date for purposes of the Cemétery, including 


2 $10,000 paid on account of the monument $77,416 03, leaving in the 


hands of the Treasurer at that date a balance of $35,252 04. Of this 
balance—with the view of making the fund as productive as possible 
until such times as it may be wanted for payment on the monu- 
ment now in progress—$31,840 50 has been invested in United 
States seven-thirty Treasury notes, of the August issue. 

On the 215% of May, 1866, a contract was entered into with J. G. 
Batterson, Esq., the designer for the construction of the monument 
according to the original design, for the sum of $47,500. On this 
contract $10,000 has been paid as before stated. Other payments аге 
to be made as the work progresses, except the sixth and last pay- 
ment of $12,500—which is to be paid on the completion of the 
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work according to-the contract. Authority has been given by the 
Board of Managers to so modify the contract as to provide for the 
sculpture of certain bas relief figures on the buttresses which sup- 
port the statues, provided it сап be done for the sum of fifteen 
hundred dollars. By the terms of the contract, the monument is to 
be completed by the 1st day of July 1868. 

This State has paid the full amount of its appropriation $2,523 18 
for which provision had been made by Act of the Legislature, and 


- no further call will be made on the State. А few of the States are 


yetin arrears on their final instalments, in one or two of which 
further legislative action will be required, but satisfactory assuran- 
ces have been given that all will be paid at an early day. These 
amounts when paid, in addition to the funds now in the Treas- 
ury, are considered ample for all the work of the association, being 
sufficient for the construction of the monument and also leaving a 
small fund for the future preservation of the Cemetery and keeping 
the grounds in order. 

The work upon the Cemetery proper has all been completed with 
the possible exception of setting out some additional trees and 
shrubbery. A few bodies have been found on the battle field since 
my last report and interred in the Cemetery. The whole number of 
dead now buried in the Soldiers’ National Cemetery, is 3564, ав.

Hon. A. I. BOREMAN, 

SIR :—As one of the Board of Trustees of Antietam National 
Cemetery, representing the State of West Virginia, I respectfully 
beg leave to submit to your consideration and attention the follow- 
ing statement connected therewith: 

. The original idea of the establishment of a Cemetery on vthe battle 
field of Antietam was originated by the State of Maryland, the Leg- 
islature of which State made an appropriation of $7,000 for that 
purpose which was increased at a subsequent session of the Legisla- 

‘ture by an additional appropriation of $8,000, making the whole 
sum appropriated by the State of Maryland to amount to $15,000.” 

In pursuance of the above “Act” (passed in January 1865,) the 
first meeting of the Trustees therein named was held at Hagerstown, 
in May following, and an organization was effected, electing Dr. 
Augustine A. Biggs, President, and Thos. A Boullt, Secretary and 
Treasurer, Appeals have been made tothe various States represented 

* Әу loyal dead, which have in many instances been promptly respon- 
ded to, while in others the Executives of the several States have 
given it their earnest sympathies and have promised to lay the 

- matter before their respective а at the earliest moment 

after their assembling. 

Our own gallant little State has been one of the foremost in 

promptly making the appropriation apportioned to her. 

` The first meeting of the Board attended by your Trustee, was 

held in the city of Baltimore on the 7th of March, 1866, at which 
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time I had the honor of reporting the appropriation made by the 

State of West Virginia at the preceding session of her Legislature, 

-- which met in January 1866, to wit :_---------- -------- $1,672 44 
At the same meeting the following additional appropri- 

ations from other States, were also reported; Maine, 2,787 40

At a subsequent meeting of the Board, held at hare 
burg, Md., on the 155 of August, 1866, another appro- 
“priation was reported made by New Әегвеу,--------- 5,000 00 
Assurances have been received from other States interested in this 
patriotic undertaking that their Legislatures on assembling will 
make the appropriations apportioned to them respectively. Every 
cent of the money thus received has been faithfully applied to the 
purpose for which it was intended. The Cemetery grounds, inclu- 
ding about ten acres, so located as to overlook almost the entire bat- 
tle field, have been beautifully graded, and the whole is surrounded 
by a solid stone wall and coping. 
“Ол the 20th of September last, at a meeting of the Board held іп 
the city of Baltimore an appropriate gateway and ground plan was 
adopted. The plan forms within the walls of the Cemetery a semi- 


ellipsis, divided into sections of varying size to correspond with the > 


number of the Union dead from the different States. The ground 
devoted to this purpose begins at a point about one hundred and 
thirty feet from the entrance, thus leaving a large space immedi- 
ately in front. 

In response to a request by a Committee appointed on behalf of 

_ the Board, the Secretary of War has kindly consented to give three 
thousand coffins in which to bury the loyal dead, thus relieving the 
Board of a large item of expenditure. 

It is probable that the dedication of the grounds to the sacred 
uses for which they are intended wiil take place on the anniversa- 
ry of the battle—the 17th day of September. Е 

In conclusion, I have to say that the officers of the Bohrd—Dr. 
Biggs and Hon. Thos. А. Boultt—the President and Secretary and 
Treasurer, respectively, have given their earnest and undivided at- 
tention to the completion of the work, and each of them take a deep 
and heartfelt interest іп its success. It is with them a labor of love.
